SOUTH  AFRICAN  GLADIOLUS  SPECIES  SEED 

We  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  this  most  unusual  offering  of  native 
South  African  Gladiolus  Speci-es  Seed,  which  has  been  secured  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  he  “offered  'for  general  distribution.  Gladiolus  hybridizers  have  al¬ 
ways  considered  themselves  most  fortunate  to  obtain  small  amounts  of  this 
precious  seed.  After  years  of  effort,  we  are  happy  to  say  that  we  are  getting  this 
species  seed  directly  from  reliable  sources  in  South  Africa,  from  persons  who 
are  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  native  habitat  of  the  different  species  and 
who  are*^collecting  the  seed  at  the  different  times  of  the  year  when  the  seed 
is  ripe.  Practically  all  of  the  species  offered  here  have  been  verified  at  the 
herbarium  of  the  National  Botanic  Gardens  at  Kirstenbosch. 

In  the  year  1745  the  first  South  African  gladiolus  species  were  brought  to 
Europe.  The  finest  gladiolus  of  that  time  were  crossed  upon  these  species 
and  the  Gandavensis  type  came  into  existence.  In  1878  Victor  Lemoine, 
France,  introduced  his  hybrids  of  crosses  of  G.  Gandavensis  upon  G.  purpureo- 
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auratus  and  another  new  type  of  gladiolus  came  into  existence,  hybrids  of 
this  cross  he  crossed  upon  G.  Saundersii  and  produced  larger  and  more  wide 
open  flowers.  In  1893  Max  Leichtlin,  Germany,  used  this  same  species,  G. 
Saundersii,  with  the  Gandavensis  type  and  produced  the  large  flowering  type 
that  soon  found  its  way  to  America.  Thirty  years  ago  a  newly  discovered 
South  African  species,  G.  primulinus,  was  introduced.  This  lovely  small,  pure 
primrose  yellow  species  has  been  crossed  with  many  of  our  present  day  large 
flowered  varieties  and  has  given  remarkable  results,  distinct  and  different 
from  anything  in  existence  before. 

We  are  giving  this  brief  historical  sketch,  merely  to  show  that  the  great¬ 
est  advancements  in  the  development  of  the  gladiolus,  that  were  made  at 
any  time,  were  made  by  crossing  the  finest  available  varieties  of  the  time 
upon  the  South  African  species.  Our  present  day  varieties  are  the  finest  and 
best  that  the  world  has  ever  known,  it  therefore  stands  to  reason  that  our 
present  day  hybrids  would  produce  startling  results  if  the  same  crosses  were 
attempted  and  developed. 

The  South  African  gladiolus  species  are  classified  into  two  distinct 
groups.  Those  that  flower  in  the  summer  and  those  that  flower  in  the  winter 
and  early  sprine.  Practically  all  of  the  commercial  flower  growing  in  America, 
is  done  in  greenhouses.  Roses,  carnations,  lilies,  sweet  peas  and  many  other 
flowers  can  be  grown  profitably  only  as  greenhouse  crops.  The  gladiolus  is 
an  important  florist  flower  only  at  one  season  of  the  year,  all  sorts  of  costly 
efforts  have  been  made,  methods  employed  to  flower  it  out  of  season  under 
glass,  results  have  invariably  been  unsatisfactory  and  greenhouse  men  re¬ 
gard  the  gladiolus  as  a  very  undependable  greenhouse  crop.  This  is  not 
surprising  at  all,  when  we  remember  that  the  gladiolus  as  we  know  it  today, 
was  developed  entirely  from  the  South  African  summer  flowering  species. 

The  winter  flowering  South  African  species,  many  of  them  fragrant  in 
addition,  have  received  very  little,  if  any  attention  or  development  at  all. 
This  group  offers  the  greatest  opportunities  at  the  present  time.  There  is  an 
immense  commercial  market  waiting  for  a  large  flowered  gladiolus  that  will 
be  as  dependable  for  greenhouse  culture  as  the  summer  flowering  gladiolus  is 
for  out  of  door  culture.  The  true  winter  flowering  gladiolus  must  be  developed 
from  the  winter  flowering  species,  the  same  as  the  summer  flowering  gladiolus 
was  developed  from  the  summer  flowering  species.  Some  very  promising  re¬ 
sults  have  lately  been  achieved  in  Holland  and  in  California,  but  these  efforts 
are  only  the  beginning  of  a  period  of  development  that  has  all  the  promise  of 
producing  many  new  characteristics,  fragrance,  thin  pliable  stems  adaptable 
for  all  kinds  of  florist  work,  color  and  form. 

Persons  having  glass  facilities  or  those  living  in  mild  winter  climates, 
are  in  a  particularly  favored  position  to  grow  this  winter  flowering  species 
seed  into  bulbs,  and  when  these  come  into  bloom  there  are  always  gladiolus 
flowers  available  somewhere  that  can  be  obtained  to  make  the  crosses.  The 
reason  this  has  not  been  done  long  ago  is  that  it  has  been  almost  impossible 
to  get  this  species  seed,  and  then  up  to  very  recent  years  there  hasn’t  been 
much  of  a  demand  for  a  winter  flowering  gladiolus  because  the  greenhouse 
industry  as  we  know  it  today,  is  really  a  business  that  has  only  been 
developed  to  its  present  big  proportions  within  very  recent  years. 

The  descriptions  given,  are  by  the  persons  supplying  this  species  seed. 
We  assume  no  responsibility  whatsoever  with  this  seed.  We  have  taken 
every  precaution,  we  have  done  all  that  possibly  could  be  done,  we  have 
bent  every  effort  to  obtain  varieties  that  are  true  to  name  and  exactly  as 
represented,  we  do  not  offer  this  seed  under  any  other  conditions'  or  with  any 
other  understanding  expressed  or  implied.  It  may  be  well  to  remember  that 
the  South  African  seasons  are  just  the  opposite  of  ours.  April-May  being  their 
autumn  and  August-September  their  spring,  also  that  in  past  years  when  we 
were  able  to  offer  limited  quantities  of  this  species  of  seed,  that  it  was  sold 
out  very  quickly.  Money  will  be  promptly  returned  when  we  cannot  fill  an 
order.

It  is  a  native 
of  Northwestern  Cape  Colony,  where  very  dry  seasons  prevail,  with  the  first 
winter  rains  it  sends  up  a.  very  strong  and  beautiful  spike  2  to  3  feet  high, 
with  6  to  16  large  blooms  of  a  dark  maroon  color  marked  with  gold  and  brown. 

From  a  dried  specimen  flower  which  was  sent  to  us  by  its  discoverer, 
we  would  say  it  possesses  a  color  combination  entirely  different  from  any¬ 
thing  we  have  ever  seen  in  the  gladiolus,  a  glowing  velvety  richness  simply 
impossible  to  describe.  It  sends  un  the  flowering  spike  first  of  all,  from  the 
old  corm,  the  leaves  come  later  with  the  new  bulb.  Its  flowering  period  is  in 
the  late  fall  or  early  winter  (April-June). 

From  all  the  information  we  have  been  able  to  gather  about  this  new 
species,  it  is  our  opinion  that  this  new  South  African  gladiolus  species  is  one 
of  the  most  important  gladiolus  discoveries  of  recent  years.  All  of  our  cor¬ 
respondents  living  in  South  Africa  recommend  it  most  highly  and  most  enthu¬ 
siastically.

Eventually  every  gladiolus  enthusiast  arrives  at  the  stage  where  his 
desires  for  new  colors,  forms  and  types  can  only  be  satisfied  by  originating 
his  own,  this  is  especially  true  when  he  once  discovers  that  the  gladiolus 
grown  from  seed,  above  any  other  flower,  offers  the  most  interesting  and 
fascinating  of  all  gardening  experiences,  these  to  be  had  with  no  more  effort 
than  the  growing  of  any  other  flower  from  seed.  Gladiolus  seed  is  divided  into 
two  distinct  classes.  Hand  pollinated  and  self  pollinated.  Hand  pollinated 
gladiolus  seed  is  obtained  by  crossing  two  different  varieties  by  hand.  The 
possible  results  of  a  cross  are  indicated  by  the  names  and  descriptions  of 
the  parent  varieties,  the  first  named  being  the  pollen  parent,  the  dominant 
one  of  the  cross,  and  the  second  the  seed  bearing  parent.  If  the  names  of  the 
parent  varieties  are  not  known  on  seed  thus  produced  there  can  be  little 
advantage  in  growing  hand  pollinated  seed  over  self  pollinated  seed.  We  do 
not  offer  any  hand  pollinated  gladiolus  seed  in  mixtures. 

The  making  of  true  crosses  is  exacting  work,  certain  processes  that  are 
fully  explained  in  any  book  on  the  gladiolus,  have  to  be  performed  at  certain 
periods,  weather  conditions  have  to  be  just  right,  only  two  to  four  blossoms 
on  a  spike  are  employed,  to  emasculate  and  to  pollinate  the  flower,  each 
blossom  has  to  be  visited  a  number  of  times  and  the  same  in  gathering  the  seed. 

To  be  absolutely  sure  that  we  are  getting  true  crosses,  we  grow  practi¬ 
cally  all  of  the  varieties  that  we  wish  to  cross  in  a  wind  and  insect  proof 
cloth  covered  enclosure,  all  crosses  made  in  the  field  outside  are  bagged,  thus 
we  are  reasonably  certain  that  our  crosses  are  as  true  as  can  be  made.  These 
facts  and  the  cost  of  the  varieties  crossed  and  the  possible  results  of  such 
crosses  are  the  factors  that  determine  the  cost  of  the  seed. 
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It  is  understood,  that  all  originator’s  credit,  rights  and  claims  on  any  out¬ 
standing  specimens  produced  from  our  gladiolus  seed  and  unbloomed  seedling 
bulbs,  pass  on  automatically  to  the  purchaser  of  this  seed  and  bulbs.

1929  SELF  POLLINATED  GLADIOLUS  SEED 

The  theory  is,  that  the  gladiolus  is  self  pollinated  by  the  wind,  bees, 
insects,  humming-birds,  etc.,  etc.  We  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  these 
agencies  play  a  very  negligible  part  if  any  at  all  in  the  self  pollenization  of 
the  flower.  These  agencies  really  cross  pollinate  the  flower  and  then  in  a 
degree  very  much  less  than  is  generally  supposed. 

The  pollen  of  the  gladiolus  is  dry  and  powdery,  in  some  varieties  it  is 
very  fine  and  in  others  rather  coarse.  The  pollen  ripens  and  is  ready  for  use 
before  the  stigma  becomes  receptive.  When  the  weather  is  hot  and  dry  and 
windy,  most  of  the  pollen  is  blown  away,  if  not  windy,  then  it  drops  upon 
the  lower  petals  the  same  as  it  does  when  some  spikes  of  gladiolus  are  in  a 
vase  in  the  house,  where  it  soon  becomes  sterile.  We  used  to  believe  that 
the  wind  carried  the  pollen  from  flower  to  flower,  but  a  close  study  of  the 
flower  reveals  that  the  gladiolus  is  a  long-styled  flower,  with  the  stigma  at 
the  top  of  the  corolla  tube,  the  anthers  are  always  in  a  fixed  position  about 
half  way  up  the  tube.  The  length  of  the  style  differs  greatly  in  the  different 
named  varieties,  in  some  varieties  it  is  so  long  and  far  removed  from  the 
anthers  that  the  stigma  at  the  end  of  the  style  cannot  and  does  not  come  into 
contact  with  the  pollen  laden  anthers  at  any  time,  these  long-styled  flowers 
with  the  stigma  exposed  to  every  breeze  that  blows  do  not  self  pollinate  or 
set  seed,  but  if  the  pollen  of  the  same  flower,  or  other,  is  applied  by  hand, 
these  varieties  will  set  seed  as  readily  as  the  shorter-styled  varieties.  With 
the  shorter-styled  flowers  the  stigma  is  slightly  above  the  anthers  and  when 
it  becomes  receptive,  it  bends  over  so  that  the  three-pronged  stigma  is  in 
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direct  contact  with  the  three  lengthwise  split  anther  cells.  Most  of  the  vari¬ 
eties  belong  to  the  shorter-styled  class  and  with  them  there  is  very  free 
seed  production. 

The  gladiolus  is  a  wide  open  throated  flower,  the  stamens  and  pistil  are 
erect  and  are  placed  well  bacK:  and  above  out  of  direct  contact  with  any  in 
sect  that  visits  it  for  its  nectar.  The  little  pollen-robber  bee  is  the  only  one 
that  works  on  the  anthers  and  this  insect  is  about  the  only  one  that  does 
transfer  any  pollen  to  the  stigma.  Humming-birds,  on  account  of  their  size 
and  the  motion  of  their  wings,  do  press  the  stigma  and  anthers  together  when 
visiting  the  flower,  however,  an  observation  of  the  habits  of  these  beautiful 
tiny  birds  in  a  gladiolus  patch,  reveals  the  fact  that  their  visits  are  the  mosr. 
frequent  in  the  early  evening  and  morning  when  the  stigma  is  unreceptive. 

However,  be  it  as  it  may,  the -fact  remains  that  gladiolus  seed  offers  the 
most  interesting  and  fascinating  of  all  gardening  experiences.  Self  pollinated 
gladiolus  seed  should  be  grown  in  greater  quantities  than  hand  pollinated 
seed  for  good  results.
